Sen. Frear Blames

WASHINGTON 
— Sen. Frear ¡ 
(D>Del) came up to day with a new 
explanaticHi fo r tho se skyro cketing 
co ffee prices: "The do llar auctio n' 
in Brazil." 
**It*s as much psycho lo gical as it 
is eco no mic." Frear said in an in­ 
terview after a Senate Banking 
subco mmittee had wo und up, fo r 
the time being, a hearing into what 
has bro ught o n the jump in co ffee 
prices. 
One predictio n made at the clo .s- 
ing sessio n yesterday was that co f­ 
fee may go to $1.23 a po und. 
Frear said co ffee prices began 
to climb last faU sho rtly after the 
Brazilian go vernment put iflto ef­ 
fect a new system o f exchanging 
do llars fo r cruzeiro s. 
The o fficial rate o f exchange in 
Brazil is abo ut 18 cruzeiro s fo r $1. 
But the Bank o # Brazil handles all 
the do llars in the co untry. 
Ho racio Cinb*a Leite, president 
o f the Pan-American Co ffee Bu­ 
reau. to ld the subco mmittee yes­ 
terday the Bank o f Brazil no w is 
paying a premium rate, 23 cru­ 
zeiro s, to co ffee pro ducers fo r each 
do llar tiiey get fro m sales. 
But Frear said the bank o per­ 
ates a virtual auctio n when pro ­ 
ducers have to turn cruzeiro s back 
into do Uars to buy, fo r example, 
equipment in the United States. 
To buy a tracto r, Frear said, a 
co ffee pro ducer first has to go to 
the bank fo r do llars and "he pays 
abo ut R) o r 80 cruzeiro s.** 
Frear said the theo ry was to 
ratio n impo rts by pro viding differ­ 
ent exchange rates fo r different 
kinds o f purchases, but "the who le 
effect is to stimulate the price o f 
co ffee upwani.

Sen. Frear Blames 
‘Dollar Auction In 
Brazil’ For Rocketing 


WASHINGTON I# — Sen. Frear 
fD-Del > came up today with a new 
explanation for those skyrocketing 
coffee prices: “The dollar auction 
in Brazil.” 
“It’s as much psychological as it 
is economic,” Frear said in an in­ 
terview after a Senate Banking 
subcommittee had wound up, for 
the time being, a hearing into what 
has brought on the jump in coffee 
prices. 
One prediction made at the clos­ 
ing session yesterday was that cof­ 
fee may go to $1.23 a pound. 
Frear said coffee prices began 
to climb last fall shortly after the 
Brazilian government put into ef­ 
fect a new system of exchanging 
dollars for cruzeiros. 
The official rate of exchange in 
Brazil is about 18 cruzeiros for $1. 
But the Bank of Brazil handles all 
the dollars in the country. 
Horacio Cintra Leite, president 
of the Pan-American Coffee Bu­ 
reau. told the subcommittee yes-) 
terday the Bank of Brazil now is 
paying a premium rate. 23 cru­ 
zeiros, to coffee producers for each 
dollar they get from sales. 
But Frear said the bank oper­ 
ates a virtual auction when pro­ 
ducers have to turn cruzeiros back 
into dollars to buy, for example, 
equipment in the United States. 
To buy a tractor, Frear said. a 
coffee producer first has to go to 
the bank for dollars and “he pays 
about 70 or 80 cruzeiros.”

NEW YORK .P—Police seized an 
arsenal in a deserted - looking 
M anhattan 
store

L ater M ario Cruz, 34. and Ro­ 
berto O scar Acevedo, 36, were tak­ 
en into custody. They were booked 
early todav on charges of violating 
the weapons law. 
Police Com m issioner Francis W. 
H. Adams described them as m em ­ 
bers of a Cuban organization op­ 
posed to the regim e of Fulgencio 
B atista, president of Cuba. 
Eight other persons were ques­ 
tioned 
by

released. 
Among these. Adams said, were 
six m en and a woman known as 
m em bers of anti-B atista organiza- 
. tions. 
The arsenal is the second dis­ 
covered in the m etropolitan area 
since C ar’os Prio Socarras was 
ousted as president of Cuba by 
B atista in M arch. 1952. 
Adams and other police officials 
gave these details on the latest 
arm s seizure: 
Cruz, a bus boy ordered by im­ 
m igration officials to leave the 
United States by April 22, and

store for $75 a month last Novem­ 
ber.

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Old-Fashioned Remedy 
One of the shrewdest and most respected 
commentators on b usiness trends is Henry H. 
Heimann. ex ecutive vice president of the Na­ 
tional Association of Credit Men. 
Hii proposed “ remedy” for what ails 
the 
United States, which he contends is nothing 
more serious than the headache after a war- 
b oom spree, is so much different from the 
political remedies b eing proposed it deserves a 
second look. 
“There is only one way for the government to 
b ail us out and that is b y fewer government 
activities,” he declares. “There should b e less 
government cost, less government interference, 
less government harassment and less govern­ 
ment regulation.” 
This would b e the remedy prescrib ed for the 
repub lic b y other wise men who have suggested 
it needs a “good lettin’ alone.” Heimann makes 
it clear that when Washington fools around with 
hypodermic injections to case the pain of re­ 
adjustment it is only putting off the b enefits 
which will grow out of readjustment. 
The enterprise system did not prove its merit 
in the United States b y b eing jab b ed incessanUy 
with hypodermic needles. 
It went 
through 
periods of letdowns, b uildups, peaks, valleys 
and sideways movements. It survived b ecause 
it kept looking ahead in.stead of waiting for 
another palliative from* Washington. 
Fortunately, few ordinary citizen.s know or 
care ab out depreciation charges, interest rates, 
monetary standards and the other “cure-alls” 
which government is ready to jab into the na­ 
tional economy on an instant’s notice. 
Most ordinary citizens are enjoying a b uyers’ 
market. They are optimistic. They are in no 
mood to b e talked into economic hypochondria 
b y anyb ody. They share Heimann’s confidence 
in the oW-fashioned remedy of giving the'n a­ 
tional economy a "good lettin’ alone.”

Although the party 
no longer appears on b allots under its right 
name and its memb ers no longer carry cards 
and appear on official registration rolls, the 
move which was started in Congress in the late 
forties to outlaw the Communist conspiracy 
never was finished. 
Secretary Wilson says this is the major dif­ 
ficulty for the future. The Defense Department 
cannot b ar Communists from service lest draft- 
dodgers use that as an ex cuse to dodge their 
ob ligation. Yet if it takes them into service on 
the assumption they are sub ject to the same 
regulations and practices as all other citizens 
It gets into the difficulties b eing spotlighted 
b y Sen. McCarthy. 
Under the Internal Security Act. it is unlaw­ 
ful to conceal memb ership in Communist or­ 
ganizations when “seeking” government em­ 
ployment. But men drafted for military service 
are not asking for job s; they are ordered to 
perform a duty. There is nothing which would 
b ar them from service, though it is not to b e 
ex pected they would b e given duties of a sen- 
.« 5itive or confidential nature. 
Secretary Wil.son seems to b e suggesting to 
Congress that if it doesn’t want Communists in 
the armed services in the future it will have 
to outlaw them, something it never has done. 


MANAGUA. NICARAGUA 
The b nghtest spot in the rather 
dismal Central American picture 
is the small and relatively prosp­ 
erous repub lic of Nicaragua. 
No government in the Western 
Hemisphere or in the world, for 
that m a t t e r , has supported the 
U.S. as coiisistently 
in 
interna­ 
tional matters as has that of Presi­ 
dent Anastasio “Tacho” Somoza. 
No government has c o u n t e r e d 
Communist sub version more wise­ 
ly and effectively. Red agitators 
from Guatemala and Costa Rica, 
who infiltrate all through Cen­ 
tral America, have 
learned 
to 
give Nicaragua a wide b erUi. 
Economically. Nicaragua is one 
of the hemisphere's 
s o u n d e s t 
countries. Its credit is rated A-1. 
There is no unemployment. Living 
standards, w’hile very low com­ 
pared to the U S. are rising grad­ 
ually. Som.iza appears to b e very 
popular. To t h e casual ob server 
there 
seems 
more 
b uilding, 
more new industrial and agricul­ 
tural development in Nicaragua 
than in all the rest of Central 
America put together. 
But Somoza 
today is gravely 
concerned ab out the future of his 
country. He sees it hemmed in b e­ 
tween Guatemala, completely dom­ 
inated b y the Communists, 
and 
Costa Rica, where the Reds are 
rapidly gaining control. 


SEPARATING Nicaragua a n d 
Guatemala are the 
repub lics of 
Honduras and El Salvador, which 
in the past have acted as a b uf­ 
fer. Presidents Juan Manuel Gal­ 
vez of Honduras and Oscar Osario 
of Salvador, although under con­ 
stant pressure, have thus far suc- 
,ceeded in comb ating Communist 
infiltration. 
But signs of weakness are al­ 
ready appearing. President Galvez 
has firmly rejected proposals b y 
his f r i e n d s that the Honduran- 
ean constitution b e revised to per­ 
mit him to run for re-election this 
fall. The result has b een a deep, 
split in 
the 
Nationalist 
party, 
which has dominated Honduranean 
politics for 20 years. 
Scenting an opportunity, the old 
Lib eral party is searching for a 
candidate. Some of the Lib eral 
leaders are reported b y very re­ 
liab le sources in Tegucigalpa to b e 
flirting with Communist 
l a b o r 
leaders, seeking a deal for sup­ 
port. Any such deal could have dis­ 
astrous consequences throughout 
Central America. 
Should the Communists gain a 
foothold in Honduras, the ex perts 
agree, it would only b e a question 
of time b efore El Salvador, with 
its poverty, unrest and history of 
violent political ex plosions, suc- 


1 cumb ed. If Honduras and Salva­ 
dor should go, Nicaragua will b e 
hopelessly engulfed. 
But even more than b y the situa­ 
tion in Honduras, the Nicaraguans 
are worri« i and puzzled b y the 
. policy of the U S. They cannot un­ 
derstand why we should tolerate 
M o s c o w-controUed governments 
right nex t door to us. at a cnlical 
i time. Ab ove all. they do not under­ 
stand why we do not permit our 
friends at least to protect them­ 
selves. 
For not ?mly has the State De­ 
partment firmly rejected applica­ 
tions b y the three friendly Cen­ 
tral American countries for assis­ 
tance under our multi b illion-arms 
program, b ut up until quite re­ 
cently it even refused to allow 
them to b uy arms in the United 
States, with their own funds. 


AS A RESULT our neighb ors to 
the south are equipped with a 
heterogeny of weapons ob tained 
from Britain, France, Italy and 
even Czechoslovakia (via Israel» , 
which would b e completely useless 
in event of total war. cut off from 
supplies of ammunition. 
President Somoza has b een urg­ 
ing the U.S. government standar­ 
dize the arms of the friendly Cen­ 
tral American and Carib b ean coun­ 
tries, and to provide enough mod­ 
ern weapons for training purpo.ses. 
He feels that if total war should 
b reak out, 
the Latin 
American 
countries should b e in a position 
to undertake their own defense. 
Thus 
far, 
however, 
Somoza’s 
proposals have b een coolly re- 
ceiv^ed in Washington. On t h e 
other hand, for years we 
have 
maintained a mission in Guate­ 
mala. to help train the air force. 
Somoza is admired and respect­ 
ed b y virtually the 
entire U S. 
colony in Mangagua. Amb assador 
Whelan regards Somoza as one of 
the truly great leaders in Central 
American history. He was liked 
and r e s pe c t e d b y Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman. 
Despite the repeated reb uffs to 
his government. Nicaragua is the 
only government in the world that 
has voted with the United States 
on every dispute in the United 
Nations, the organization of Amer­ 
ican states, and all the other in­ 
ternational b odies that have sprung 
up since World War II. 
Many of the shrewdest ob serv­ 
ers in Central A m e r i c a b elieve 
that Somoza may b e the decisive 
force that can halt the Communist 
encroachment nex t door in Cen­ 
tral America. But the effective­ 
ness of his efforts will depend 
largely on the understanding and 
support he gets from 
the U.S. 
pub lic and Department of State.

A measure of the vast difference b etween 
the impact of World War II on Britain and its 
impact on the United States is Prime Minister 
Churchill’s cheerful prediction that rationing will 
end this summer. 
Things arc looking up as the result of his 
ministry’s policies, according to Churchill. The 
cost of living has b een stab ilized. Food supplies 
are b eginning to b e plentiful. Store shelves are 
st.arting to fill up with inventories of merchan­ 
dise. Chronic shortages are almost a thing of 
the past. 
This does not mean, of course, that Britons 
have recovered from the staggering impact of 
two major wars only two decades apart. It 
means only that they have recovered sufficient­ 
ly nine years after the end of World War II 
to shuck off rationing. 
All the grim facts ab out British economy — 
the painfully low' standard of living for wage 
earners, low national output of industrial pro­ 
duction. punitive tax ation and wartime los.*îes 
of wealth — still ex ist. 
To most citizens of the United Kingdom, the 
necessities of life under the American stand­ 
ard of living, are still unattainab le. Until ra­ 
tioning finally ends, two ounces of cheese will 
still represent a week’s allowance. Less than 
two tons of coal a year will b e ob tainab le for 
each consumer, ex cept in the nfirthern regions. 
It will b e another nine years, if ever, b efore 
the United Kingdom has any prob lems of w'hat 
to do with surpluses.

Off-Ciiff Statements Can Pro v e Harmful 


Well, they had five memb ers of 
the Senate sub committee instead 
of one on the job — as recently 
recommended b y President Eisen­ 
hower. 
They had a “code of fair proce- 
tjure” — also as recommended. 
The witness. Dr. Marvin Sanford 
Belsky, now in the Army, was rep­ 
resented b y counsel — also as 
recommended. 
There was no “b row b eating” of 
anyb ody. Yet the facts turned up 
at the Thursday hearing of the 
committee of which Sen. McCarthy 
is chairman are these: 
1. Dr. Belsky, an allegtx l Com­ 
munist, 
refused to answer the 
Army’s questions ab out whether or 
not he was a Communist. 
2. Dr. Belsky declined 
to 
tell 
the committee whether he aided 
the Communists in any way while 
in the Army. 
3. Dr. Belsky was not granted a 
promotion, though he applied for 
a commission, and he was never 
given any official reason for that 
refusal. 


IT TURNS OUT that all the talk 
ab out how h a r d it was for the 
Army to keep Dr. Irving Peress, 
demist, known to the Army as a 
Communist from b eing promoted 
from captain to m a j o r or from 
b eing denied an honorab le dis­ 
charge was a lot of b aloney. 
Yet it didn’t take the testimony 
of Dr. Belsky alone to prove that 
point. Charles E. Wilson, secre­ 
tary of defense, came b ack to town 
and opened up w’ith a free-sw'ing- 
ing press conference that disclosed 
these unpleasant points: 
1. That the Army could have 
found a way to prevent Maj. Peress 
from getting a commission a n d 
that a court-martial could have 
b een ordertx l. 
2. That he ordered the 21 Amer­ 
icans who refused repatriation in 
Korea to oe court-martialed when 
A r m y lawyer.s w e r e deb ating 
whether he could order a court- 
martial. 
3. That, while legislation to keep 
Communists from getting honorab le 
discharges or commissions would 
b e helpful, the secretary of d ^ 
fense doesn’t need it. He said: “ I 
know how to get the Communists 
out of the Army without legislation 
if I have to.”

Nicaragua Bright Spot In Shaky Central America 
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Old-Fashioned Remedy 


One of the shrewdest and most respected 
com m entators on business trends is Henry H. 
Heimann, executive vice president of the N a­ 
tional Association of Credit Men. 


His proposed ‘‘rem edy" for what ails 
the 
United States, which he contends is nothing 
more serious than the headache after a war- 
boom spree, is so much different from the 
political remedies being proposed it deserves a 
second look. 
"There is only one way for the government to 
bail us out and that is by fewer government 
activities," he declares. "There should be less 
government cost, less government interference, 
less government harassm ent and less govern­ 
ment regulation.” 


This would be the remedy prescribed for the 
re)*ublic by other wise men who have suggested 
it needs a "good lettin’ alone." Heimann makes 
it clear that when Washington fools around with 
hypodermic injections to ease the pain of re­ 
adjustm ent it is only putting off the benefits 
which wall grow out of readjustment. 


The enterprise system did not prove its m erit 
in the United States by being jabbed incessantly 
w'ith 
hypodermic 
needles. 
It 
went 
through 
periods of letdowns, buildups, peaks, valleys 
and sideways movements. It survived because 
it kept looking ahead instead of waiting for 
another palliative from Washington. 


Fortunately, few ordinary citizens know or 
ra re about depreciation charges, interest rates, 
monetary standards and the other "cure-alls” 
which government is ready to jab into the na­ 
tional economy on an instant’s notice. 
Most ordinary citizens are enjoying a buyers’ 
market. They are optimistic. They are in no 
mood to be talked into economic hypochondria 
by anybody. They share Heimann's confidence 
in the old-fashioned remedy of giving t h e 'na­ 
tional economy a "good lettin’ alone.’’ 


Communism Not Illegal 


Defense Secretary Wilson has put his finger 
on a problem about Communism which many 
of us ignore. 
The Communist party has not been outlawed. 
Communism is not illegal. Although the party 
no longer appears on ballots under its right 
nam e and its m em bers no longer carry cards 
and appear on official registration rolls, the 
move which was started in Congress in the late 
forties to outlaw the Communist conspiracy 
never was finished. 
Secretary Wilson says this is the m ajor dif­ 
ficulty for the future. The Defense Departm ent 
cannot bar Communists from service lest draft- 
dodgers use that as an excuse to dodge their 
obligation. Yet if it takes them into service on 
the assumption they are subject to the sam e 
regulations and practices as all other citizens 
it gets into the difficulties being spotlighted 
by Sen. McCarthy. 
Under the Internal Security Act. it is unlaw­ 
ful to conceal m em bership in Communist or­ 
ganizations when "seeking” government em ­ 
ployment. But men drafted for military service 
are not asking for jobs; they are ordered to 
perform a duty. There is nothing which would 
bar them from service, though it is not to be 
expected they would be given duties of a sen­ 
sitive or confidential nature. 
S e c r e ta r y Wilson seems to be suggesting to 
Congress that if it d«>esn’t want Communists in 
the armed services in the future it will have 
to outlaw them, something it never has done. 


MANAGUA. NICARAGUA 
The brightest spot in the rather 
dismal Central American picture 
is the small and relatively prosp­ 
erous republic of Nicaragua. 
No government in the Western 
Hemisphere or in the world, for 
that m a t t e r , has supported the 
U S . as consistently 
in 
interna­ 
tional m atters as has that of Presi­ 
dent Anastasio "Tacho” Somoza. 
No government has c o u n t e r e d 
Communist subversion more wise­ 
ly and effectively. Red agitators 
from Guatem ala and Costa Rica, 
who 
infiltrate 
all 
through 
Cen­ 
tral America, have 
learned 
to 
give Nicaragua a wide berth. 
Economically. Nicaragua is one 
of the hem isphere’s s o u n d e s t 
countries. Its credit is rated A-l. j 
There is no unemployment. Living j 
standards, while very low com­ 
pared to the U S. are rising grad­ 
ually. Somoza appears to be v e ry 
popular. To t h e casual observer 
there 
seems 
m ore 
building, 
m ore new industrial and agricul­ 
tural 
development 
in 
Nicaragua 
than in all 
the 
rest of Central 
America put together. 
But Somoza 
today 
is 
gravely ! 
concerned about the future of his 
country. He sees it hemmed in be­ 
tween Guatemala, completely dom- | 
inated by the 
Communists, 
and 
Costa Rica, where the Reds are 
rapidly gaining control. 


SEPARATING Nicaragua 
a n d 
Guatemala 
are the 
republics of 
Honduras and El Salvador, which 
in the past have acted as a buf­ 
fer. Presidents Juan Manuel Gal­ 
vez of Honduras and Oscar Osario 
of Salvador, although under con­ 
stant pressure, have thus far suc­ 
ceeded 
in combating 
Communist 
infiltration. 
But signs of weakness are al­ 
ready appearing. President Galvez 
has firmly rejected proposals by 
his f r i e n d s that the Honduran- 
ean constitution be revised to per­ 
mit him to run for re-election this 
fall. The result has been a deep, 
split in 
the 
Nationalist 
party, 
which has dominated Honduranean 
politics 
for 2ft years. 
Scenting an opportunity, the old 
Liberal party is searching for a 
candidate. 
Some of the Liberal 
leaders are reported by very re­ 
liable sources in Tegucigalpa to be 
flirting with 
Communist 
l a b o r 
leaders, seeking a deal for sup­ 
port. Any such deal could have dis­ 
astrous 
consequences 
throughout 
Central America. 
Should the Communists gain 
a 
foothold in Honduras, the experts 
agree, it would only be a question 
of time before El Salvador, with 
its poverty, unrest and history of 
violent 
political 
explosions, 
suc­ 


cumbed. If Honduras and Salva­ 
dor should go. Nicaragua will be 
hopelessly engulfed. 
But even more than by the situa­ 
tion in Honduras, the Nicaraguans 
are worried and puzzled by the 
policy of the U S. They cannot un­ 
derstand why we should tolerate 
M o s c o w-controlled governments 
right next door to us, at a critical 
time Above ail. they do not under­ 
stand why we do not permit our 
friends at least to protect them ­ 
selves. 
For not only has the State De­ 
partm ent firmly rejected applica­ 
tions by the three friendly Cen­ 
tral American countries for assis­ 
tance under our multibillion-arms 
program , but up until 
quite 
re­ 
cently it even refused to allow 
them to buy arm s in the United 
States, with their own funds. 


AS A RESULT our neighbors to 
the 
south are equipped with 
a 
heterogeny of weapons obtained 
from Britain. France, Italy and 
even Czechoslovakia (via Israel), 
which would be completely useless 
in event of total war. cut off from 
supplies of ammunition. 
President Somoza has been urg­ 
ing the U.S. government standar­ 
dize the arm s of the friendly Cen­ 
tral American and Caribbean coun­ 
tries, and to provide enough mod­ 
ern weapons for training purposes. 
He feels that if total war should 
break out. 
the 
Latin 
American 
countries should be in a position 
to undertake their own defense. 
Thus 
far, 
however, 
Somoza‘s 
proposals 
have 
been 
coolly 
re­ 
ceived 
in 
Washington. 
On 
t h e 
other hand, 
for years we 
have 
m aintained a mission 
in 
Guate­ 
mala. to help train the air force. 
Somoza is admired and respect­ 
ed by virtually the 
entire 
U S. 
colony in Mangagua. Ambassador 
Whelan regards Somoza as one of 
the truly great leaders in Central 
American history. He 
was 
liked 
and r e s p e c t e d by Presidents 
Roosevelt and Trum an. 
Despite the repeated rebuffs to 
his government. Nicaragua is the 
only government in the world that 
has voted with the United States 
on every dispute in the United 
Nations, the organization of Amer­ 
ican states, and all the other in­ 
ternational bodies that have sprung 
up since World War II. 
Many of the shrewdest observ­ 
ers in Central A m e r i c a believe 
that Somoza m ay be the decisive 
force that can halt the Communist 
encroachment next door 
in Cen­ 
tral America. But the effective­ 
ness of his efforts will depend 
largely on the understanding and 
support he gets 
from 
the 
U.S. 
public and Departm ent of State.

Nine Years After The \\ ar 


A m easure of the vast difference between 
the impact of World War II on Britain and its 
impact on the United States is Prim e Minister 
Churchill’s cheerful prediction that rationing will 
end this summer. 
Things are looking up as the result of his 
m inistry’s policies, according to Churchill. The 
cost of living has been stabilized. Food supplies 
are beginning to be plentiful. Store shelves are 
starting to fill up with inventories of m erchan­ 
dise. Chronic shortages arc almost a thing of 
the past. 
This does not mean, of course, that Britons 
have recovered from the staggering impact of 
two m ajor wars only two decades apart 
It 
means only that they have recovered sufficient­ 
ly nine years after the end of World W ar II 
to shuck off rationing. 
All the grim facts about British ec o n o m y — 
the painfully low standard of living for wage 
earners, low national output of industrial pro­ 
duction. punitive taxation and wartime losses 
of wealth — still exist. 
To most citizens of the United Kingdom, the 
necessities of life under the American stand­ 
ard of living, are still unattainable. Until ra­ 
tioning finally ends, two ounces of cheese will 
still represent a week’s allowance. Less than 
two tons of coal a year will be obtainable for 
each consumer, except in the northern regions. 
It will be another nine years, if ever, before 
the United Kingdom has any problems of what 
to do with surpluses. 


The tourist season in Germany in 1953 proved 
the best in her history and included 4.000 000 
visitors from outside G e rm a n y , an increase of 
27 8 per cent, while her night reservations in 
six months totaled 37,000,000, a gam of 21.7 
per cent.

THE LOCAL IS a section of the 
CIO United Auto Workers Union 
which for years has been at war 
with 
its 
international 
president, 
Walter Reuther. Yet. such is our 
labor set-up in the U.S., that a sec­ 
tion of the \uto Workers actually 
can slash at one of the most vital 
activities of the Crusade For Free­ 
dom — which, in turn. is supported 
by virtually all U.S. labor, includ­ 
ing Reuther who is one of the 
Crusade's vice-chairmen. 
The giant local at Ford used its 
union newspaper in an attem pt to 
dissuade the 60,000 working people 
there from giving financial support 
to this Anti-Communist propagan­ 
da drive. 
The story ran under a twocol- 
umri. three-line, front-page head­ 
line blatantly proclaiming: "Local 
Ex. Bd. Blasts Radio Free Europe 
Dollar Drive." 
It then went on to report that the 
local’s leaders had gone out of their 
way to adopt a motion supporting 
the "Voice oi America" as an "arm 
of the U.S. foreign policy.”

I Crewg Battle Huge 
Slide Moving At, Rate 
Of 40 Feet Daily 


EUREKA, Calif. 
— Railroad 
crews today pitted 
around tlie 
clock shifts and aU available me­ 
chanical equipment against mil>| 
lion.s of tons 
of earth in a mile- 
long “ dirt glacier" grinding to­ 
ward the Northwestern Pacific’s 
Eel River Canyon main line at 40 
feet a day. 
The “ glacier" of unstable earth 
and clay—6,000 feet long and 1,200 
feet wide in spots—began moving 
on the NWP’s north-south main 
line 60 miles southeast of here 13 
days ago. 
Since then, men u sin g bulldoz­ 
ers, 
power 
shovels, 
cranes and 
other machines have been forced 
to move a 600-foot stretch of track' 
sideways an average of 41 feet a i 
day to escape the moving moun­ 
tain. 
Each time, newly-laid and then 
abandoned 
sections 
of 
roadbed 
were engulfed by the advancing 
wall of earth and boulders, despite { 
the efforts of other crews—work­ 
ing under floodlights at night — 
who daily have hacked off 10 to 20 
foot deep outcroppings. 
NWP Vice President and Gen. 
manager G. L. Morrison said he 
can not estimate when—or if—the 
moving ma« ?s of earth, which tow­ 
ers to 1,7 00 feet above the rail­ 
road right r.f way, can be stopped. 
The “ glacier", blamed to poor
